Hospital Annual Meeting, 


The annual meeting of'the members. 


of ‘the Red Deer Memorial “ Hospital 
was held’ at the Oddfellows’: Hall. on 
Friday. last, 23rd inst., F.: H. Tall- 
man, President, in the chair. The 
following reports were presented : 
PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
President’s ‘report for the year’ end- 
ing December 31st, 1911:: 
Ladies and Gen:lemen,— 
Ten years ago certain of our. citi- 
zens were grappling with the’ prob- 
lem of establishing the first hospital 


“between Calgary and Edmonton. To- 


day we pride ourselves on having a 
hospital with an enviable reputation. 
And I trust the good folks who were 
responsible for establishing it feel 
that their labors were not in vain. 

The continued: success of our hos- 
pital is certainly very gratifying ‘to 
those who have most: to do with it. 
It is said that ‘nothing succeeds like 
success. 

It is not necessary, perhaps, for 
me to quote many ‘figures, as our 
secretary will deal with them pres- 
ently, but I cannot help remarking 
on the gratifying evidences of our 
hospital’s growing usefulness las ex- 
emplificd in the following: In 1907 
we treated 107 patients, in 1909, 200, 
and last year 313. This is quite'a 
large increase, and’ the last named 
figures do not include 32 out-pat- 
ients. The number of hospital days 
jumped from 3199 in 1910 to, 5387 
last year, an increase of 2188 days, 
This means ou addition to our 
revenue- from Government Grants 
amounting to $765.00, and gives us 
an average of 14.76 patients in- our 
hospital every day of the year. This 
average is not very far off our pres- 
ent capacity, and has lowered © our 
Cost of maintenance to $1.49 per. 
patient per day, that is, as far as 
the general expenses of the hospital, 
controlled by the Board of Directors, 
is coneerned. We, must not lose sight 
of the fact that the ladies contibute 
quite a large sum to our maintenance 
as you will no doubt have read in 
the papers from time to time, and 
there ure numbers of friends through- 
out the country and town who do- 
nate produce in the form of- butter, 
eggs, vegetables, ete. We cannot in- 
corporate all this in our ‘financial 
statements without an claborate sys- 
tem, which would call for a great 
deal of detail labor, and cost much 
more than we could afford and more 
than the results wotld: warrant. 

Our hospital has now been receiv- 
ing patients for nearly eight years. 

At the. beginning, of 1911 we antici- 
pated ,having to extend our accommo- 
dation, and plans were got out ‘by 
Messrs. Sharman; Barnes & Gibbs. 
Up to the present, however, we have 
made no further moves owing to 
various causes, the principal of which 
is the lack of funds. 

A new verandah was built on the 
north side of the hospital and paid 
for out of current revenues. This 
verandah is a great convenience, es- 

pecially for’ convalescent patients, 
particularly in the summer time. 

There has been some discussion on 
the ‘buiiding of a nurses’ home, and 
a committee of directors was ap- 
pointed to look further, into the mat- 
‘ter. We hope this year to be ‘able 
to make some move in this direc- 
tion. 

It is the lack of funds, of course, 
that prevents us. making improve- 
ments. This brings us to the same 
old question—Who should provide the 
funds? 

We have got out of the habit of 
soliciting private subscriptions, and 
where buildings are necessary to the 
proper performance of hospital work, 
it is only just and equituble that the 
community at large should be finan- 
cially responsible, just in the same 
way that they are responsible in the 
matter of public schools. It has

municipality. be asked to take over 


the hospital. That-is not necessary 
in my estimation” our present sys- 
tem has worked satisfactorily to all 
concerned: The town is represented 
by. two directors ‘on ‘the board, and 
I think this ‘is a’much better scheme 
than outright: municipal ownership, 
particularly. from. the point of view]! 
,of the town:’authoritics with par- 
pulse reference 'to ‘the financial’ end 
of it 

It’ will be absolutely necessary for 
us, ‘this: year, to:make the improve- 
ments contemplated last year. At 
the present time our nurses are work- 
ing at a great disadvantage, and it 
is up to us to improve matters as 
speedily as possible. 

In view of what I have said be- 
fore, we will. ask the town for the 
necessary funds to carry out the 
work, 

You know that,’ at various times, 
we have’. had’ :arrangements with 
companies and -large amployers of 
labor, whereby, for a fee of 50 cents 
per capita, all their employees were 
entitled to the benefits of the_hos- 
pital. I now have to report that all 
these arrangements have come to an 
end, at the instance of the com- 

anies. The Great West Lumber 

ompany the Alber:a Central Rail- 
way Co. aad the Canadian Northern 
Railway Co. have all placed the mat- 
ter of caring for their sick entirely 
in the hands .of the doctors, and we 
have given them a rate of $1.25 a 
day for each employee. I might say 
that we could not afford to do this 
unless we charged companies in this 
way as we do with private, indivi- 
duals. 

You will notice’ in our revenue ac- 
count we have a small surplus this 
year instead of a-deficit. This is the 
very first time that this has happen- 
ed, and is attributable to the splen- 
did work of the ladies. We are par- 
ticularly fortunate in having so many 
cnthusiastic workers. The work they 
do must certainly be its own re- 
ward, and they are evidently satisfied 
that the beat possible results are 
obtained for ‘She hospital, and I can

Synopsis 
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of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 16 
years old, may homestead a quate: 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 


quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties.—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Such ‘an unbusinesslike transaction is 
unparalleled in any civilized country 
on the Glohe,- says’ an ‘eastern ex- 
change, and if for no other reason 
the’ Laurier Government were de- 
serving of the condemnation which 
was meted. out to it in September 
last. 

_ The matter came up in the House 
when a bill to legalize the handing 
over to the Grand Trunk Pacific of 
$10,000,000, which through the care- 
less and slipshod methods of _ the 
Laurier Government in the prepara- 
tion of an agreement with the com- 
pany. to enable it to float its bonds 


am 


became a charge upon the Dominion. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his followers 
could find no ready excuse for allow- 
ing themselves to be cuchered in the 
way in which they had. The former 
Premier readily exonerated the pres- 
ent administration from all blame in 
the matter, and while acknowledging 
that his Government had been warn- 
ed of the consequences by the Con- 
scrvative Opposition, he had been 
too prone to take the advice of his 
own lawyers and trust to their dic- 
tum that the Dominion not 
being made liable in any way. But 
while Sir Wilfrid appeared somewhat 
shocked at the manner in which the 
country had been put in the hole 
through the stupjdity of his advisers, 
one of his former colleagues, Frank 
Oliver, took the ground that the 
$10,000,000 loss was a mere trivial- 
ity, and‘that the acquisition of the 
railway to Canada was a_ grand 
triumph, no matter what it cost or 
how the country had been cheated.

(Continued frau first page) 
assure them that ‘this: is most cer- 
tainly the case. “Results are tangible 
and in’the present,:.instead of prob- 
lematical -and in the future. 

Hospitals are supposed’ to dispense 
charity ‘when- itis ‘found necessary. 
There seems, to be a. doubt in the 
minds ‘of some ‘as to. whether we do 
so at the hospital, and for the infor- 
mation of these I beg to say that. we 
have refused no one the benefits of 
our institution, whatever his or her 
finances might be. 
Of course, where itis known that 
a patient can well afford to pay for 
treatment we feel it incumbent on us 
to collect all amounts due. In doing 
this we are only protecting the com- 
munity which supports us. 

If I give some figures here it will 
be realized that we do a_ consider- 
able amount of | charitable work. 
Our Sceretary tells me that there 
were outstanding accounts at Decem- 
something 
like $2900.00, and it is estimated 
that of this sum only $1000 is abso- 
lutely good. Supposing we say half 
can be collected. That leaves 
$1450.00 which will have to be charg- 
ed up to charity. Then we must not 
forget, that as we have not invorpor- 
ated all the work of the ladies in 
our statements and the innumerable 
donation mentioned before, that these 
also carry a large amount of charity 
work. If we were able to include 
everything that goes to the up-keep 
of the hospital I can ‘tell you’ we 


should not be able to show a sur- 
plus. The same familiar deficit 
would welcome us. - 

I am pleased to inform you that 


during the year the hospital was 
connected to the town sewer system, 
so that as far as situation is con- 
cerned we now have the best there 
is. 

Our nursing. staff, under Miss King- 
ston, has been a most harmonious 
one, and I have great pleasure in 
testifying to the fact that it is due 
to them, in no small degree, that our 
hospital bears such a good name 
throughout the Province. 

On behalf of the Board of Direo- 
tors, I would like to sincerely thank 
the Ladies’ Hospital Aid, the Alex- 
andra Club, vhe Balmoral Ladies’ 
Aid and all other friends who have 
in any way donated to the hospital. 

We feel that we could not do with- 
out their enthusiastic and substan- 
tial co-opcration, and trust that they 
will continue to afford us their sup- 
port. Before I close I would like to 
mention the gifts of one lady, Mrs. 
Reed, who, as regularly as clock 
work, sends us a cheque for $5.00 
every month. This is voluntary on 
her part and is very highly appre- 
ciated.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE 


“First Annual Meeting 


The first annual general meeting of 
the Red Deer Board of Trade was 
held on Wednesday evening last week 
in the assembly hall of the school, 
there being a large attendance of 
members. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Geo. W. Greene, President of the 
Board, made a _ splendid address, 
outlining the work of the Board dur- 
ing. the past year. The first’ work 
was incorporation, which took place 
early in the year. The Central 
Alberta Development’ League was 
touched on. He explained thaait had 
brought us in touch ‘with a large 
number of people we otherwise would 
never have reached, and he thought 
it-had been money well spent. Office 
accommodation had been secured and 
an effort had been made to improve 
the ‘Burnt Lake trail. During the 
year an effort had been made to get 
here, but it had 
fallen through. During the year the 
Board had entertained Winnipeg bus- 
iness men, the British editors and 
Edmonton business men, together 
with other smaller parties. He read 
an article from a New York finan- 
cier, published on another page, 
showing when the Panama canal is 
completed Vancouver will be the key 
to the coast trade, and went on to 
speak of Red Deer’s splendid outlook 
in connection with railway develop- 
ment between here and that. city, 
fast as 
possible. He spoke of the general 
development of the town and _ sur- 
rounding district during the past 
year, and the great benefit it will 
be to Red Deer to be on the trans- 
continental line of railway running 
through the Yellowhead Pass. 

Secretary J. R. Davison gave a 
resume of the work done by him as 
publicity agent during the year, and 
he certainly mado out a pretty good 
case, and showed that the town had 
been recognized in’ many ways 
throughout the Dominion as a pro- 
gressive and live centre. He had 
early devoted some time in finding 
fault with the freight service and in 
placing of cars. This had been rem- 
edied to a large extent. The express 
delivery, he contended, was largely 
‘due to the Board’s efforts, and a 
phone in the freight office for the 
accommodation of business men was 
also to be eredited up. Bight lots 
had been secured by option for track- 
age purposes in block 12, and other 
properties had been looked over. The 
question of industrial sites had been 
taken up with the Council with a 
view of inducing manufacturers and 
wholesale firms to locate here. The 
Imperial Home Re-union scheme had 
been taken up and some _ nineteen 
souls had been assisted into the dis- 
trict. The Horticultural Society had 
been organized, and the first show 
Was a pronounced success. Some 
eighty-six men had been assisted to 
positions, about eighty of which 


were farm hands. Efforts had been 
made towards making Red Deer a 
divisional point on the C.N.R., which 
will probably meet with — success. 


The U.F.A. had lelt annoyed at -the 


inability of the town to accommo- 
dato the annual meeting, but he had 
taken the matter up with the associ- 
ation and explained through the 
papers. The survey for water power 
had been completed and results sub- 
mitted to'A. V. White, -Toronto. 
Readings of the river now took place 
as to rise ‘and fall of water. 
had co-operated with Messrs. Mich- 
ener and Greene in gathering infor- 
mation: for customs port.and post 
office. There were twenty-six mect- 
ings of the Council, and 1,482: visit- 
ors had called at the publicity 
office. Some 55,000 pieces of Miter- 
ature had becn sent out, and some 
seventeen families had been brought 
to the district as a result. Some 
of the enterprises talked of. were’ the 
Ogilvie's mitl, Quaker ‘Oats and Rad 
in Hood Company. The Cement 
Builders would increase their. -busi- 
ness by twenty hands. Since last 
year we have been assured of a post 
office, a port of entry, an armory 
and rifle range, and bottling works. 
The Great West Lumber Co., Cush- 
ing Bros. and the Iron Works were 
all enlarging this year. Special 


advertising had been placed in many 


leading papers. A buttermakers’ 
convention and dairy school will be 
held here this year. A study of an 
interurban railway, its operation and 
conditions, had been made, and_ it 
might prove of great benefit to the 
Board in the future. The Secretary 
wound up his address by a plea for 
unity and that all citizens of the 
town would work ‘together for the 
welfare of the community. 

R. [L.. Gaetz, Treasurer, read the 
financial report, which was adopted.

inate Pacific Coast 


Will Be Brought About Largely by Opening 
of Panama Canal, says Writer in 


New York 


American 


Mr. Thomas C. Shotwell, financial 
editor of the New York American, 
and one of the best known of Wall 
street writers, has an article in that 
paper's issue of February 7, declar- 
ing that the Union Pacific will al- 
most immediately be dominating the 
Pacific coast of the United States. 
By ‘‘Union Pacific,’’ he refers to the 
Harriman system, which includes the 
Southern Pacific. Proceeding, Mr. 
Shotwell says: 

‘This domination will be brought 
about largely by the Panama canal. 
Strange to say, the-port of Vancouv- 
er is the key to the Western situ- 
ation so far as the Union Pacifie is 
concerned. Officials of the system re- 
fuse to admit that they are planning 
to build into Vancouver and beyond 
Vancouver into the wheat fields of 
Canada. The map, however, tells a 
different story. Union Pacifie must 
build into Vancouver. By building 
into. Vancouver and operating a 
line of steamships from there 
through the Panama canal to Eur- 
ope, Union Pacific ean send their 
great. cargoes of grain and bring its 
ships back loaded with merchandise 
the Western 
part of Canada and the Northwest- 
ern part of the United States. 

IMMIGRATION FEATURE. 


“But, most important of all, these 
ships ean also bring millions of 
emigrants to populate the vast 
stretches of fertile lands that are 
now wilderness. The Eastern part 
of the United States has more than 
its share of cheap labor. The reason 
for this is that from half a million 
to a million laborers come to the 
ports of New York and Boston every 
year with enough money to take 
them only a few miles wesaward. 
They find lodgment in the coal mines 
of Pennsylvania or in some of the 
many factorics of the East, where 
they are forced to work for wages so 


ty 


low that they become practically 
slaves. 

“If these same people could be 
landed in the Far West they ‘could 
become useful citizens and could con- 
tiibute mightily to the wealth of the 
nation by tilling the soil. If the 
Un’on Pacifie reads the situation 
aright, it will take these laborers on 
its ships to Seattle and Vancouver 
and make it possible for them to 
reach the fertile farm lands of 
Oregon and Washington as easily as 
they now reach the mines and mills 
of Pennsylvania.” 


GIVES THE REASONS. 


In an article on the following 
day, Feb. 8, (Mr. Shotwell says : 

“The statement in this column yes- 
terday that Vancouver is the key to 
the Pacifie coast railroad situation 
has been challenged by some persons, 
who fancy Seattle or Portland 
should be favored by the Union Pac- 
ifie system. Politics and patriotism 
cannot be allowed vo intcrfere with 
a question of railroad management 
of such extreme importance. 

“This happens to be a matter of 
geography and fact. British Colum- 
bia, of which Vancouver is the nat- 
ural seaport, has 180,000,000 acres 
of primeval forest, the timber from 
which can supply the world with 
lumber for a hundred years to come, 
even if none is cut anywhere else at 
all. Its tumultuous rivers can be 
utilized to develop not less than 
25,000,000 horsepower at small ex- 
pense. There are 50,000,000 acres of 
garden and orchard and meadow land 
in the province that will be avail- 
able when the timber is cut ioff. 

‘‘The province has hundreds _ of 
millions of tons of the best coal in 
its mountains, above the level of the 
railroad tracks upon which it will be 
hauled to market, and finally the 
Yellow Head Pass, through which tho
